in danger of being overwhelmed by 
the great number of refugees and 
wounded soldiers fleeing before the 
German onrush, the Red Cross Relief 
Army, too, was compelled to fall back 
and, while maintaining its organiza­ 
tion and preserving its supplies, had 
to give every possible aid to the refu­ 
gees and soldiers. 
A narrative of 
how' 
this 
was 
achieved achieved and how the new 
Red Cross lines in the rear were or­ 
ganized even while the relief work 
wras in progress has been received 
from Paris at the Red Cross head­ 
quarters here. 
“As soon as the 
drive 
started ” 
reads the story, 
“Major 
Perkins, 
head of the American Red Cross, call 
ed some aides together and made his 
plans. 
Of course the first problem 
was to assure the safety of all the 
workers in the field and that inci­ 
dentally has been assured. 
But it 
was not just a question of rushing 
back to safety. No such simple igno- 
minous plan occupied for an instant 
the thoughts of any relief worker. 
They were to retire in good order 
and work every second for the refu­ 
gees and the soldiers. Other w'orkers 
and a great mass of material were 
to be rushed forward from Paris. 
“Just as the German drive test­ 
ed the resources of the allies, so, in­ 
directly, it tested every relief orga­ 
nization. 
It wfas necessary to con­ 
nect the relief work under a field 
general, to keep the transportation 
lines between all the vaiious sta­ 
tions of the Red Cross in the field 
conjteted, to work on a big plan so 
that the wrork instead of decreasing 
could grow'.

“The next withdrawal was to the 
present line where a perfected chain 
of stations to help refugees has been 
developed. From Beauvais 
on 
the 
west it passes 
through 
Clermont, 
Coinpiegne and Soissons. 
“Conipiegne is where field head­ 
quarters have been etsablished. As 
the most advanced Red Cross work­ 
ers withdraw from their posts, rein­ 
forcements were sent from the rear. 
When the first reconnitering party 
arrived there, they found that there 
was work to do helping the refugees 
with whom the roads were crowded. 
Back they dashed to Paris to give 
the word. And back again to Com­ 
piegne with orders and supplies. But 
the refugees were no longer alone in 
the roads. There were soldiers also. 
Though the first plan had been to 
help the refugees at this point, the 
assistance was also turned over to 
the soldiers. 
“The Red Cross men arrived for 
their second visit to Compiegne on 
a moonlight night. Uncouth avaitors 
were flying low and their machine 
guns were beating a tatoo on the 
town while from time to time a bomb 
dropped. As one man said while his 
car sped 
through 
the 
moonlight, 
“There was just a piece of canvass 
between men and hell.’’ 
“A bomb had dropped 
on 
three 
army trucks standing close together. 
Their gasolene tanks exploded and a 
flame shot up through the clear night 
light. Compiegne was not a pleasant 
place that night. 
But 
the 
relief 
workers were stuck there in spite, of 
machine guns and bombs. Finally 
they found the hotel which had been 
abr.t cloned and taken over as emerg­ 
ency Red Cross headquarters. 
“A Red Cross hospital 
at 
Annet 
fifteen miles north of Compiegne had 
been evacuated, but the American 
doctors stuck to their posts which 
was most fortunate for there the Red 
Cross had a fine supply of material 
which was transported back to Com­ 
piegne not only for the soldiers pass­ 
ing through but also for the emerg­ 
ency canteen at the station which 
the Daly unit, a unit 
of 
hospital 
aides agfiliated with the Red Cross, 
had established at that point. 
“So the line drew back from Beau­ 
vais to Soissons and with the field or­ 
ganization establishing itself solidly 
and calmly. Fine work is being done 
at Beauvais and the movement of 
supplies is now fully organized. The 
refugees problem has only begun for 
the Red Cross, because that organiza­ 
tion has the intention of following 
the great body of the 
refugees 
to 
their final destinations further south 
and continuing to help them. 
“The Red Cross kept its field orga­ 
nization intact but some warehouses 
and construction work was destroyed. 
The stores were partly haved and 
partly given over to the soldiers to 
take, the rest being burned so that 
the barbarians should not benefit by 
them. Every one worked his hardest 
and the drivers especially deserve the 
highest praise. 
The spirit of the 
armies caught hold of all the other 
workers. The refugees were resign­ 
ed but uncomplaining and through­ 
out those twelve days of crisis a spir­ 
it was shown by all concerned that 
should teach even the Germans that 
though they may have taken some 
territory they have not conquered 
*ne bit of the spirit of theA Hies.”

Oklahoma

district 
court rule in favor of the railroad 
and the priest appealed. The action 
of the supreme court in reversing the 
case automatically puts the mandam­ 
us into effect. 
It was announced from the bench 
that all of the nine supreme court 
justices, with the exception of Jus­ 
tice M. J. Kane ,wno did not par­ 
ticipate in the finding concurred in 
the decision.

SCOOTS 
(Conducted by National Council of the 
Boy Scouts of America.) 


“ALL OUGHT TO BE SCOUTS” 


“If I had my way,” pays Edward Bol;, 
“I would have every boy on his twelfth 
birthday become a boy scout. I know 
of no single idea in our modern life 
that has in it so many possibilities for 
the development of the best qualities 
in a boy as the scout idea. 
“It has been the making of several 
boys that I know; it has awakened 
even a larger number. My own boy is 
a scout, and so I speak from personal 
experience. 
“The scout idea fits into these busy 
days for fathers with particular force, 
since where the father cannot give as 
much attention to his boy as in normal 
times, or is away from home on serv­ 
ice, the scoutmaster comes in with his 
steadying influence in a peculiarly hap­ 
py way. 
“The entire fundamental structure 
of good citizenship lies in the idea: 
obedience, a respect for authority and 
himself, consideration for the other fel­ 
low, honor, courtesy, and a love of 
country. Where is there a better secu­ 
lar code than this to instill into a boy 
of thirteen?” 


SCOUTS IN REAL WAR WORK. 


The Boy Scouts oi America is 
growing at the rate of 1,200 a day. A 
regiment of youngsters is being re­ 
corded each 24 hours at the national 
headquarters in New York city. There 
are now 353,048 of these scouts twelve 
years old and over. 
The reason is that the government
